The greatest handicap in the way uf 
,n< re definite knowledge of the stars and 
one which could not be overcome was ihe 
presence of tin: earth's atmosphere which 
absorbs ultra violet rays, jusi that re- 
gion ol die spectrum from which in.-: 
information could be derived. It was 
possible however to study the conditions 
as existing in the stars to sonic extiitt 
by high temperature furnaces in which 
a low pressure was maintained. 

Dr. Eve deplored the fact that there 
were no facilities in Montreal (or tht 
rhidy of die new science which was still 
in its infancy but to which Canadian As- 
tronomers had already rendered valu 
able contributions. 



Two opportunities of hearing Sir 
Henry Newbolt M. A., Hon. D. Litt 
( Bristol) Mon. LL. D. (Glasgow), the 
famous English author, will be given to 
>tudents next week. On Tuesday even- 
ing at 8 o'clock he will give a lecture 
at the Montreal High School which will 
be open to the public, ond on Wednesday 
afternoon at 5.15 he will address McGill 
students in the Convocation Hall of the 
K.V.G. on the subject of "Poetry and 
Patriotism". 

Sir Henry Newbolt is perhaps best 
known to students as the author of 
"Drake s Drums" and "The Fighting 
Téméraire," inspired by Turner's 'a- 
iiioij- picture of that name, and for his 
stirring norms of the Great War. such 
;:s "The Vigil" and "The Toy Band". 
His career lias been a very brilliant 
,-iiir, his activities including Ihe prac- 
tice of law from 1887 to 18Q0 and the 
editorship of the "Monthly Review" 
fr,„u PiOO to 190-t. He is now Vice 
president of the N.avy Record* Socie- 
ty. Virr-Prrsident of the Royal Socic- 
ty of Literature. Professor of poetry 
and member of the Academic Commit 



Among the more recent of his 
many publications are "The Book of 
he Blur Sea". "The Book of the Thin 
ietl Line." "Tales of the Great War," 
Tbc Rook of the Happv Warrior." 
hd ' A Naval History of the War". 
Lecture on such a subject as "Poetry 
and Patriotism" delivered by such a 
man as Sir Henry Newbolt should at- 
tract a large crowd to the Convoca- 
ion Hall on Wednesday afternoon. 



The International group formed of 
representatives from McGill and from 
the University of Montreal met last 
evening to discuss what the. Anglo-Saxon 
and French elements respectively have 
contributed to Canada, as ia nation. Pro- 
fessor Desy of the University of Mont- 
real occupied tlie chair and Professor 
DuRourc of the department of modern 
languages was present also. 

The first paper was delivered by Mr. 
Bruchesi who spoke in French for the 
first part of his discussion concluding 
however in a few well selected English 
phrases.' His subject! was in brief, an 
outline of the work which began with 
Cartier and continued with other noted 
Frenchmen such as Champlain, Laval, 
Lafontaine, Robert and many others— 
namely the work of colonization and the 
conversion of the savages. He said also 
that it was due to the French element 
that Canada had been stabilized and soli- 
dified into a nation. When the English 
came they found not a wild state of af- 
fairs, but a settled developed country 
orcupied by an industrious and conser- 
vative people. 

It was therefore not difficult for the 
English to turn their attention to the 
making of laws and the formation of a 
responsible government. Mr. Bruchesi 
spoke also of the work carried on by the 
Jesuits in establishing a church in Cana- 
da and in converting and teaching the 
Indians. He concluded his address with 
the appropriate phrase "Hats off to Que- 
bec." 

The next speaker was J. H. G. Way, 
Law '23. His subject was the contri- 
bution which the Anglo Saxons had 
made to Canada as a nation. Mr. Way 
treated his subject matter under four 
heading. First— the contribution to 
Responsible Government. Under this 
head he spoke of the work of William 
Lyon Mackenzie and Sir John A. Mac- 
donald. Secondly the contribution to 
liirrature and education. Here he 
pointed out the influence of the United 
Empire Loyalists and of the early im- 
migrants from Britain not a few of 
whom had university training. Thirdly 
—the contribution of ihe Anglo-Canadian 
to Canada and the world in the groat 
war. "Here tbc Anglo-Canadian and 
the French Canadian dyed the soil to- 
gether, fighting for one cause— the safe 
ty of their beloved Canada." Fourthly 
—The contribution of the common law 
of England. Under this las*, heart Mr. 
Way showed how the common law sys 
tern of England was the best totmdation 
oil w hit h to erect ati enduring structure 
of civil liberty. 

After this address a short discussion 
followed on various topics which had 
been suggested by the two speakers. 
Much credit is due to Mr. Bruchesi and 
Mr. Way for the ability which they dis- 
played in handling their respective 
subjects.

Hanover, N.H., Feb. 9. — The 
conclusion of the. first day of the In- 
tercollegiate Ski and Snows-hoc meet 
found Dartmouth in the lead with a 
total of 23 1-2 points; McGill second 
with 8 points, New Hampshire third 
with 4, and Mo. I. T. fourth with 1-2 
point. 

Four events were run off, the ski 
dash, in which Dartmouth placed first 
and second, the snowshoe dash, in 
which McGill and Dartmouth men ran 
a dead heat for first place, and Ander- 
son of McGill took third place; the 
seven mile cross country ski race, in 
which there were seventeen entries, 
Dartmouth taking first and third place, 
McGill men being fouth, ninth and 
twelfth; and the two mile snowshoe 
racr, In which Dartmouth took first 
place, and Anderson of McGill second. 

The lead secured by Dartmouth, 
while formidable, is not overwhelm- 
ing, it being quite possible for McGill 
to overcome it, as there are still the 
ski protciency tests, ski relay race, and 
ski jumping events to be held, am 
these are strong points for the McGill 
team. 

The McGill team arrived here yes- 
terday afternoon, and worked out for 
a short while over the course and 
jumps. Whittall jumped 110 feet in 
a trial yesterday. The team is weak- 
ened by the absences of Brown, who 
was unable to accompany them on ac 
count of an attack of la grippe.

His 
background of stirring experience in 
the industrial centre* of Manchester 
and Glasgow has given hira a grip 
upon reality that manifests itself in 
his person and address, addiug to 
his eminent academic qualifications as 
university speaker.

THE PURPOSE OF THE "DAILY." 

The primary purpose of the McGill Daily is to serve as a news 
carrier; of that there can be hut little doubt. There is, however, an- 
other aspect of its office in undergraduate life which has received 
emphasis during the last few days, and that is its service as a medium 
of expression of sentiment for the students about the Campus. Not 
as a compact statement of such as is attempted, at times, in the 
Editorial Column, but rather as an agent to enable the conflicting 
opinions, which in truth exist, to gain publication. In this regard 
the manner in which the Correspondence Column has beffn filled of 
late has been most gratifying. Some of the topics-may have been 
frivolous, others may have attempted to reach the other extremes, 
while still others were decidedly controversial; but all are evidence 
that there are many about college who arc not too pro-occupied, not 
too indifferent to give the time and consideration requisite for the 
writing of such correspondence, which, receiving prominence in the 
i P a P er - is the object of comment throughout the day of its appearance. 
In this latter fact those who write letters to the "Daily" may take 
solace. 

In another respect interest of the students in the work of the 
VDaily" has been highly commendable. Literary compositions, poet- 
ical effusions, and "stories" are constantly appearing in the office. 
Some of these receive publicity, while others, owing to their nature 
and length, or to the exigencies of the moment are necessarily re- 
. fused such, temporarily at least. It might well be felt that much has 
been accomplished if one or two men, or women, are encouraged in 
writing during the year. A daily journal may not seem the most 
desirable vehicle for the printing of literature of a general nature, 
but it ought to be remembered that it is efficacious as a^ieans of in- 
troduction to the public.
